The communications filed on 08/22/00 (paper #9) and 12/22/00 (paper #12) are 
not fully responsive to the communications mailed 07/18/00 (paper #8) and 11/20/00 
(paper #11) because 37 CFR 1 .821 (a)(2)(c-d) states that each sequence disclosed 
must appear separately in the "Sequence listing" and in the text of the description 
and claims (i.e., where first mentioned in the specification). See IVIPEP 2431 It 
remains unknown what exactly SEQ ID NOs: 19, 102, 125-129, 180. 191 & 206 
represent, and the SEQ ID NOs listed in the titles of Figures 20A & B alternatively 
should be listed on page 10 of the specification. Additionally, it remains unclear what 
exactly the "reference sequences" on page 56 represent (i.e., requires amending the 
specification to identify what these sequences represent). Applicant must comply with 
the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) before the application 
can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§ 131 & 132.
